Renner remains clear on 
the pivotal role Alberta 
will have as a strong player 
in the Canadian economy. 

“As one of North Ameri¬ 
ca’s most experienced 


greenhouse regulators and 
one of the world’s largest 
energy producers, we need 
to be there,” explained 
Renner. 

“Make no mistake, Al¬ 
berta welcomes an ambi¬ 
tious agreement. It’s half¬ 
measures that concern us. 

“Our role there is to pro¬ 
vide advice and comment 
to Canada, to ensure that 
the key initiatives from Al¬ 
berta’s perspective are be¬ 
ing addressed in the cli¬ 
mate agreement.”

Bitter cold could not have 
arrived at a worse time for 
the city’s homeless, who 
have to bear the elements 
in handouts, draining the 
supplies of local charities 
to next to nothing. 

“Our mission-van drivers 
were handing out the last 
blankets they had last 
night,” Hope Mission 
spokesman Peter Gerber 
said yesterday. 

With wind chills hover¬ 
ing around the -35 C range 
for the past few days, Ger¬ 
ber said the charity knows 
there are many who choose 
not to come in out of the 
cold. 

The mission can accom¬ 
modate around 700 people 
per night and is currently 
housing around 600. 

“Yours and my logic to 
come in out of the cold 
doesn’t make sense for 
some of the folks that need 
help and intervention just 
to stay alive,” he said, 
adding the charity is in des¬ 
perate need of blankets, 
socks and gloves. “Those ar¬ 
ticles represent a signifi¬ 
cant factor in the security 


and safety of those unable 
to fend for themselves.” 

Neighbouring charities 
are experiencing massive 
shortages of their own, rep¬ 
resentatives said yesterday. 

“We have a couple weeks 
worth left but that’s it, and 
the cold is just beginning,” 
said Bissell Centre spokes¬ 
woman Jessica Smith-Periy. 

Like many charities, the 


Bissell Centre can only al¬ 
low recipients to take one 
of each article, though 
many are forced to wear 
layers in frigid tempera¬ 
tures. 

“Yesterday we just about 
ran out; we had less than a 
day’s worth,” said Boyle 
Street Co-op executive di¬ 
rector Julian Daly, adding 
the season’s first major cold 


snap drove up demand con¬ 
siderably. “The winter came 
so quickly and so brutally, it 
took everyone in Edmonton 
by surprise, to some ex¬ 
tent.”

Beware of warming, 
UN tells Canada 

Agency notes avalanche, tornado numbers 



The United Nations weath¬ 
er agency’s sobering fore¬ 
cast that this decade may 
rank as the warmest since 
records were first kept in 
1850 could turn up the heat 
on Canada. 

The news — which also 
said 2009 could be one of 
the five warmest years ever 
recorded by scientists — 
comes as the Harper gov¬ 
ernment faces heavy criti¬ 
cism at home and abroad to 
do more to fight climate 
change. 

But Canada’s top climate 
envoy says the UN report 


doesn’t crank up the pres¬ 
sure to get a deal done in 
Copenhagen. 

“I think it is simply that, 
a re-confirmation of what 
we know,” said Michael 
Martin, the chief climate- 
change negotiator. 

“We know that the sci¬ 
ence is clear and that we 
need to take urgent action.” 

If there was any ray of 
sunshine poking through 
the gloomy forecast, it was 
that only Canada and the 
United States experienced 
cooler conditions than av¬ 
erage. 

January’s average tem¬ 
perature in the Great Lakes 
region was colder than nor¬ 
mal. 


But the UN agency still 
noted troubling signs of 
warming across Canada. 

Vancouver and Victoria 
set hot-weather records in 
late July. A record number 
of tornadoes whipped 
across Ontario, killing a 
record number of people. 
And avalanches were al¬ 
most double the yearly av¬ 
erage for the past decade. 

The warming effects 
have also been felt in the 
North. 

Arctic sea ice has been 
melting for three decades. 
The biggest thaws come 
during the summer melt 
season.

A Senate report on poverty 
says tax benefits for the 
poor should be increased 
to give them a guaranteed 
income equal to what is 
called the low-income cut¬ 
off line. 

The report from the so¬ 
cial affairs committee urges 
a federal minimum wage of 
$10 and says that child tax 
benefits should gradually 
rise to $5,000. 

The report says govern¬ 
ment’s goal should be to get 
people out of poverty, 
rather than trying to make 
poverty more manageable. 

The 74 recommendations 
in the 290-page report cover

everything from the gener¬ 
al problems of getting peo¬ 
ple off welfare, to social 
housing, help for aborigi¬ 
nals and refugees and a fed¬ 
eral-provincial strategy for 
early childhood education.

Feds and cities need to work 
together on warming: Report 


A new report urges Ottawa 
to partner with cities to 
control greenhouse gases. 

The report by the Federa¬ 
tion of Canadian Munici¬ 
palities says municipalities 
have direct or indirect con¬ 
trol over 
about 44 per 
cent of Cana¬ 
da’s overall 
greenhouse 
gases. 

That’s because munici¬ 
pal governments wield 
much control over urban 
and rural development, 
transportation, economic 
activity and energy use. 

“There is a large, un¬ 
tapped potential to reduce 
municipal greenhouse-gas 
emissions and these reduc¬ 
tions can be achieved at a 
low cost compared to oth¬ 
er mitigation options,” the 
report says. 


The federal government 
aims to reduce emissions 
20 per cent from 2006 lev¬ 
els by 2020. 

The report says munici¬ 
palities could make up 15 
to 40 per cent of that feder¬ 
al goal. 

To that 
end, the re¬ 
port outlines 
several meas¬ 
ures munici¬ 
palities could take, includ¬ 
ing: 

• Improving the energy 
efficiency of buildings, 
fleets and facilities; 

• Recycling garbage as 
well as capturing gas at 
landfill sites;

UN agency says this decade warmest ever; only 
North America experienced cooler temps overall 


This decade is on track to 
become the warmest since 
records began in 1850 , and 
2009 could rank among 
the top five warmest 
years, the UN weather 
agency reported yesterday 
on the second day of a piv¬ 
otal 192 -nation climate 
conference in Denmark. 

Only Canada and the U.S. 
experienced cooler condi¬ 
tions than average, the 
World Meteorological Or¬ 
ganization said, although 
Alaska had the second- 
warmest July on record. 

In central Africa and 
southern Asia, this will 
probably be the warmest 
year, but overall, 2009 will 
“be about the fifth- 
warmest year on record,” 
said Michel Jarraud, secre- 
taiy-general of the WMO. 

The decade 2000 to 2009 
“is very likely to be the 
warmest on record, 
warmer than the 1990s, 
than the 1980s and so on,” 
Jarraud told a news confer¬ 



ence, holding a chart with 
a temperature curve point¬ 
ing upward. The second 
warmest decade was the 
1990s. 

From 2007 to 2009, the 
summer melt reduced the 
Arctic Ocean ice cap to its 
smallest extent ever 
recorded. 

In the 2007-2009 Inter¬ 
national Polar Year, re¬ 
searchers found that 
Antarctica is warming 
more than previously be¬ 
lieved. Almost all glaciers 
worldwide are retreating. 

Meanwhile, such de¬ 
structive species as jelly¬ 
fish and bark-eating bee¬ 
tles are moving northward 
out of normal ranges, and 
seas expanding from 
warmth and glacier melt 
are encroaching on low-ly¬ 
ing island states. 


'Optimistic* 

UN Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon predicted yester¬ 
day that a robust agree¬ 
ment to combat climate 
change will be reached in 
Copenhagen and imple¬ 
mented immediately. 

"From all corners of the 
globe we see unprecedent¬ 
ed momentum for a deal,” 
the UN chief told reporters. 
"I'm encouraged and I'm 
optimistic." 

If 2009 ends as the fifth- 
warmest year, it would re¬ 
place the year 2003. 

According to the U.S. 
space agency NASA, the 
other warmest years since 
1850 have been 2005, 
1998, 2007 and 2006. 

NASA says the differences 
in readings among these 
years are so small as to be 
statistically insignificant.

Rates stay at 
historic low 


The Bank of Canada is 
keeping its rates at historic 
lows, warning that while 
there are signs the econo¬ 
my is on the upswing, 
“significant fragilities 
remain.” 

Those fragilities manifest¬ 
ed themselves in an econo¬ 
my that grew less than ana¬ 
lysts expected in the third 
quarter of the year, and in¬ 
flation that has been slight¬ 
ly higher than the central 
bank expected. 

For those reasons, the 
Bank of Canada said yester¬ 
day its key overnight rate 
will remain unchanged at 
0.25 per cent, effectively the 
lowest possible. 


“While significant fragili¬ 
ties remain, global econom¬ 
ic developments have been 
slightly more positive and 
the global outlook has im¬ 
proved modestly relative to 
the bank’s projection in its 
October monetaiy policy re¬ 
port,” the bank said in a re¬ 
lease yesterday. 

The Bank of Canada made 
an unusual commitment 
early this year to keep its 
key rates unchanged until 
the middle of 2010, but 
economists have speculated 
that might change if the 
economy grew too quickly 
and inflation threatened to 
get out of hand.

Volvo makes their cars sing

The sound of silence: 
that’s about all you’ll hear 
in Volvo’s acoustic design 
laboratory in Sweden. It’s 
where Eva Lahti and other 
engineers spend their 
days in acoustical 
isolation, eliminating au¬ 
tomotive noises that driv¬ 
ers shouldn’t have to hear 
— as well as designing 
in the ones they 
should. 

“This is a dedi¬ 
cated Volvo fa- | 
cility, which ful- | 
ly opened this 
spring,” says 
Lahti, an acoustic 
engineer who is At¬ 
tribute Leader for the 
Body Chassis NH division. 

“The walls and ceiling 
are sound-absorbing, with 
a hard floor. Acoustically, 
it’s like driving outside, 
where the noise and sound 
can disappear up into the 
sky. We’re isolated from 
the surroundings, so we 
don’t get disturbed from 
cars or airplanes or other 


things happening outside. 
There’s also a dyno, so we 
can drive a four-wheel car 
without moving the vehi¬ 
cle.” 

The team works on 
three types of automotive 
sounds. 

Irritating ones, such as 
rattles, squeaks or excess 
road noise, must be elimi¬ 
nated, while informative 
noises are modulated, in¬ 
cluding engine sounds or 
_ the noise of dials or 
buttons being acti- 
^ vated. 

Finally, there 
are “impres¬ 
sive” noises, 
such as a satisfy¬ 
ing sound of a 
door closing. 

“We strive for 
sound that emphasizes 
the Volvo heritage of envi¬ 
ronmental care,” Lahti 
says. 

“It’s also an image state¬ 
ment to have the right 
sound. We want sound we 
think is Scandinavian: 
clean, pure, and very re¬ 
fined. We also want a 
sporty note, but not too 
much like a racing car.”

A tremendous amount 
of work and a lot of time 
goes into making a vehicle 
quiet. 

“We try to find the weak¬ 
est link from the engine 
and suspension, from the 
exhaust and intake sys¬ 
tem, and how the body 


works and where we have 
to make it stronger,” Lahti 
says. 

This can include tuning 
the engine mounts, cali¬ 
brating the engine, and 
following any vibrations 
from the engine compart¬ 
ment and determining 


how they are transported 
through the body into the 
cabin. It’s not simply a 
case of gluing in more 
sound-deadening mats, but 
often redesigning body 
components. 

The exhaust is tuned for 
a pleasant tone, but the

engine can’t be too quiet: 
drivers partially depend 
on sound to know when 
to shift the transmission, 
or determine vehicle 
speed. 

“The wind and road 
noise inform you of how 
fast you are going, but it 
should be on a subdued 
level,” Lahti says. 

“You want to have some 
kind of feedback when you 
drive; otherwise, you get 
too much feeling of driv¬ 
ing a video game. You do 
not want to lose your intu¬ 
itive link with the car.”

C anada Customs 
has just issued a 
new travel advi¬ 
sory: Don’t drag 
up and down the 
streets of Copenhagen in a 
crew-cab pickup with Al¬ 
berta plates. Maybe even 
leave your sealskin fur hat 
at home this time, and cer¬ 
tainly keep tire smoking 
burnouts to a minimum. 

Apparently Copenhagen 
is currently hosting some 
kind of UN conference 
about something called 
“climate change,” and 
many attendees are not 
blowing kisses in Canada’s 
direction. 


They don’t like our tar 
sands, they don’t like it 
that we’ve already stated 
that we’ll only sign what 
the Americans sign, and 
they particularly don’t like 
the audacity of us publish¬ 
ing an Anne of Green 
Gables prequel. 

An unofficial group 
made of non-government 
types, even awarded Cana¬ 
da the first “Fossil of the 
Day” award, given each 
day to a countiy that, in its 
estimation, is adept at 
blocking progress at cli¬ 
mate summits. 

There are lots of flash 
points to this issue, which 
could be debated until 
those methane-producing 
cows come home, but I’m 
more interested in how 
Canadian automobile 
users feel at this juncture. 
Do you suddenly feel like 
you have a target on your 
bumper? Is this weighing 
on your soul? 


Making choices you can 
live with has a big bearing 
on how you feel, and I 
think drivers sometimes 
forget that our choices are 
not limited to driving. The 
choices we make in other 


aspects of our lives could 
even have more impact on 
global warming than our 
driving habits. 

First, let’s go over that 
carbon dioxide deal again. 
Carbon dioxide (C02) is 


not the only contributor to 
global warming, but it is 
by far the biggest one. C02 
is released into the atmos¬ 
phere by burning fossil fu¬ 
els, by decaying and/or 
burning wood, and by dis¬ 


turbances in the soil’s car¬ 
bon-holding organic mat¬ 
ter, through erosion, plow¬ 
ing, mining, etc. 

When it comes to man¬ 
made causes of C02, the 
percentage attributed to 
passenger cars, pick-up 
trucks, SUVs, vans, and 
minivans is about 12-13, 
according to a 2006 air pol¬ 
lutants study by Environ¬ 
ment Canada. 

A good-sized chunk, but 
there other equal or larger 
chunks — the energy sec¬ 
tor accounts for about 52 
per cent, transportation 
(other than light vehicles) 
accounts for about 13 per¬ 
cent, agriculture about 
eight per cent, industry 
about seven per cent, land 
use about four per cent, 
and waste about three per 
cent. 

Some advocate that cur¬ 
tailing air travel would 
have a huge effect, as it 
produces lots of C02, and 
there are less foreseeable 
ways of increasing its effi¬ 
ciency (nobody, for in¬ 
stance, seems quite ready 
to board an electric plane 
for an overseas flight). 

It’s all about priorities. 
If you need or love to 
drive, still do it, but 
maybe do it a bit more re¬ 
sponsibly, and maybe 
check off a few items from 
the other list, to balance 
things out a bit — like 
take less airplane trips, 
buy more local products, 
make your house more ef¬ 
ficient, burn less wood in 
the fireplace. 

And maybe make that 
special effort this year to 
not set off any huge scrap- 
tire fires, because, as you 
know, it all adds up.

Check for proper opera¬ 
tion of all interior acces¬ 
sories, paying special atten¬ 
tion to both the front and 
rear climate-control blower 
motors. These should turn 
on quickly and be free of 
questionable sounds. 

Pay attention to the shift 
quality of the Pilot’s trans¬ 
mission, and note any hesi¬ 
tation, grinding or unwel¬ 
come sensations while driv¬ 
ing. Shifts should be

smooth and consistent. 

Otherwise, common- 
sense used SUV shopping 
tips are key here. Fully in¬ 
spect the Pilot’s underside 
for signs of leaks, dents, ex¬ 
cessive rust or holes. 

Also, note that Pilot’s en¬ 
gine uses a timing belt 
which needs periodic re¬ 
placement. Be sure the 


timing belt in your used Pi¬ 
lot isn’t overdue for a 
change. 

THE VERDICT: Pilot lacks V8 
power and has a few issues 
to watch for, but one could 
certainly do worse in the 
reliability department 
where a large family 
hauler is concerned.

It’s hard to compete with 
Bingo. Especially on a 
cruise ship. 

For us, illustrated lec¬ 
tures about upcoming 
countries and ports are 
just as important as 
evening entertainment 
and fine dining. But on a 
recent cruise to Central 
America the always popu¬ 
lar Bingo games seemed to 
coincide with the fascinat¬ 
ing lectures by Jim For¬ 
rester, an historian from 
Hamilton, Ont. 

Forrester just shrugged 
his shoulders and said, 
“That’s life,” as he enthusi¬ 
astically presented his il¬ 
lustrated talks about Cen¬ 
tral America to the couple 
of dozen guests who appre¬ 
ciated his knowledge of 
the history and geography 
of Honduras, Guatemala 
and Belize. 

We chose the Norwegian 
Pearl for the cruise out of 
Miami mainly because its 
itinerary was not the usual 
Caribbean circuit of tropi¬ 
cal islands with endless 
jewellery stores and sou¬ 
venir shops. Professor For¬ 
rester was particularly en¬ 
thusiastic about our stop 
at Belize City, the largest 
community in the country 
formerly known as British 
Honduras. Belize is the on¬ 
ly English speaking coun¬ 
try in Central or South 
America. 

“The British took over a 
coastal pirate hideout in 
the mid-1600s,” Forrester 
said. “They used the town 
as a base to send ma¬ 


hogany and other precious 
wood overseas and it grew 
into a major port. Com¬ 
pared with Honduras, the 
country is quite prosper¬ 
ous and children are well 
fed and well educated. ” 
Many cruise ship passen¬ 
gers joined us for a 50 1cm 
bus ride to the remarkable 
ruins at Altun Ha. Altun Ha 
became famous in 1968 
when Canadian archaeolo¬ 
gist Dr. David Pendergast 
discovered a jaede head in 
a tomb. Now known to 
represent the Mayan Sun 
God, the jade head is val¬ 
ued at $60 million and is 
locked in a bank vault in 
Belize City. Our guide, Ken, 


who takes pride in being 
90 per cent Mayan, told us 
that the Jade Head will 
likely never be displayed 
for the public. “Officials 
are terrified it will be 
stolen,” he said. “Only VIPs 
have seen it.” 

Still, at Altun Ha, there 
is a lot to be seen as exca¬ 
vation continues around a 
plaza and thirteen remark¬ 
able structures have been 
unearthed, the tallest of 
which is the 20 metre Tem¬ 
ple of Masonry Altar. A 
steep, single staircase 
leads to the top of the alter 
where major religious cer¬ 
emonies took place. 

“In all Mayan communi¬ 


ties, the higher the build¬ 
ing the closer you are to 
the gods,” Ken told us. 
“But this site is unique. 
There is evidence of ani¬ 
mal sacrifice here but 
none that shows human 
sacrifice. Maybe people 
were happy and felt no 
need to sacrifice humans. 
We just don’t know.” 

Back on the Norwegian 
Pearl, Hotel Manager, Dal¬ 
las Easterley, gives much 
of the credit for the line’s 
cruise to Executive Chef 
Neil Allem of Toronto. 

Norwegian Cruise Line 
generally attracts middle 
class families or those on a 
modest budget. But it com¬ 


pares very favourably with 
the higher end lines. We 
were impressed not only 
by the Central America 


itinerary but by the atten¬ 
tion to detail on the ship. 
We’re just not sure about 
the Bingo.

On a slow ascent to the 
surface of the water from 
18 m down, the divemas- 
ter spots something 
thrilling along the reef 
and extends her hand, all 
five fingers wiggling excit¬ 
edly. It's a signal that can 
only mean one thing: oc¬ 
topus! 

Scuttling around coral, 
the octopus quickly 
scrunches up into an eight¬ 
armed torpedo and squirts 
away. Soon, it stops to un¬ 
fold itself on a sandy patch 
of the reef — almost as if 
to pose the best side of its 
bulbous, mushy head. 
Then, it camouflages into 
the seascape right before 
our eyes. 

It’s a surprise to see how 
quickly the shape-shifter 
fades into the reef’s back¬ 
drop. But surprises tend to 
be the norm in this unique 
marine park, with a plenti¬ 
ful array of coral, fish and 
sea creatures. It doesn’t 
take many dives to find 
validation in the words on 
vehicle license plates back 
on land, dubbing Bonaire 
Diver’s Paradise. 

With more than 350 
species of fish on a reef 
that circles small island, 
divers tend to focus on 
making the most of water 
visibility that can extend 
to about 30m in mostly 
calm waters. 

The predominant recre¬ 
ational activity here often 
requires the silent commu¬ 
nication of hand signals 
and it’s a quiet that's also 
often present on land. 


What Bonaire lacks in clubs, it makes up for in great dive spots. 


Bonaire lacks loud dis¬ 
cos, and there’s little de¬ 
mand for 2 a.m. last calls. 
The island offers some 
nightlife with waterside 
restaurants, a small casino 
with $5 minimum black¬ 
jack and bars with acoustic 


guitar players. But the 
bright lights you’ll see 
here at night will most 
likely be coming from un¬ 
derwater, as divers search 
for small nocturnal sea 
creatures near shore.

Richard Linklater is an un¬ 
predictable director who

And Confused and the 
family-friendly Jack Black 
vehicle School Of Rock. 

“Like any person I’m in¬ 
terested in a lot of things 
and I tiy not to limit myself 
as a filmmaker,” Linklater 
told Metro. 

“If I’m interested in 
something, I’m always 
looking for a way to try and 
express it on film. That’s 


kind of the prism that I see 
life through.” 

His latest movie, Me And 
Orson Welles, is the story 
of a young boy who stum¬ 
bles into Orson Welles’ fa¬ 
mous 1937 production of 
Julius Caesar and gets a 
crash course on life and 
theater from the larger 
than life personality. 

For Linklater it was a 
chance to explore Orson 
Welles without being 
dragged down by the con¬ 
ventions of a biopic. 

“The biopic is a lame 
genre and hard to pull off,” 
said Linklater. “Orson 
Welles is just too big to con¬ 
tain in a single film and it 
would be foolish to try. I 
felt more confident about 
biting off a small piece and 
focusing on one week in

his life in 1937.” 

By focusing on this peri¬ 
od, Linklater was able to de¬ 
pict Welles at the peak of 
his creative power and suc¬ 
cess, while hinting at the 
flaws that would lead to his 
eventual downfall. 

“You can look at this 
movie and you can see the 
genius, but you can also see 
the seeds of destruction,” 
said Linklater. 

It’s a surprisingly com¬ 
plex portrait of Welles and 
one that required an im¬ 
mensely talented actor to 
take on the challenging 
role. Fortunately Linklater 
was able to find the previ¬ 
ously unknown British ac¬ 
tor Christian McKay, who 


captures Welles better than 
any actor has before. 

“From here on it’s sort of 
scorched Earth,” quipped 
Linklater. “You’d be crazy to 
play Orson after Christian 
McKay because who could 
ever combine not only the 
physical resemblance, but 
the verve and depth that he 
brings to it.” 

Linklater lucked out with 


McKay and was also able to 
land teen heartthrob Zac 
Efron to lend the movie a 
star name as the innocent 
young protagonist who is 
burned and inspired by 
Welles. The result is unlike 
anything Linklater’s done 
before, while still retaining 
the intelligence and charac¬ 
ter-driven storytelling that 
defines his best work.

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Brie Turkey Pock¬ 
ets with Cabbage 
and Walnuts 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 oz (30 g) fresh ginger, 
peeled and grated 
1 dessert apple, peeled, 
cored and grated 

4 thick turkey breasts 

5 oz (150 g) brie, cut into 4 
wedges 

3 tbsp (45 mL) olive oil 
1 lb (500 g) green cabbage, 
finely shredded 
8 scallions, sliced 
1 3/4 oz (50 g) walnuts, 
chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 460°F 
(240°C). Mix ginger and 
apple. Cut horizontally 
through each turkey 
breast (not all the way 
through). Divide ginger 
and apple mixture among 
pockets, then push wedge 
of cheese into each. Press 
meat together into shape 
and push filling evenly in 
pockets. 


2. Put pockets neatly in 
one layer in shallow oven¬ 
proof dish. Brush with 1 
tbsp (15 mL) oil and sprin¬ 
kle with seasoning to 
taste. Bake until turkey is 
browned on top and 
cooked through, and fill¬ 
ing is running out in 
places. 

3. Meanwhile, heat 
remaining oil in large pan 
and add cabbage, scallions 
and walnuts. Cook over 
medium heat, stirring, un¬ 
til cabbage is reduced in 
volume and lightly 
cooked. Add seasoning to 
taste. Transfer pockets to 
plates. Add some cabbage 
to each plate and serve im¬ 
mediately.
